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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented have not been found to 
be persuasive. Applicants argue that one would not be motivated to combine Ota et al. in Fu to produce a battery having a glass-ceramic 
electrolyte. The examiner disagrees. 

On page 5 of the Remarks, Applicants point out that Ota et al. teach that polycrystallized electrolyte films are undesirable since they are 
porous, making it difficult to form a dense, continuous film. Applicants also point out that Fu teaches a glass-ceramic electrolyte that is 
non-porous (column 2 lines 4-8 of Fu). It would follow that the non-porous glass ceramic of Fu could be used as the electrolyte of Ota et 
al. since it solves the problem with crystalline electrolytes because it is non-porous and thus is easier to form in a dense, continous film. 
One of skill in the art would recognize from the teaching of Ota et al. that the porosity of the polycrystalline film causes the difficulty in 
forming a dense film. Additionally, while Ota et al. teach that an amorphous film is desirable, they do not prohibit other forms of the film, 
such as the non-porous glass-ceramic form of Fu.. 
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
